MEMORANDUM OF UNDERSTANDING 
By George L. Thurston III, WAMLE 

When virtually the whole State of Florida burst into flames in 
1985, fires roared through nearly half a million acres of Florida 
woodlands and suburban developments, destroying more than 100 
homes in the Palm Coast area of Flagler County alone. ARES 
organizations in several parts of the state went into action to assist 
the Florida Division of Forestry, the National Forest Service and 
scores of volunteer fire departments coordinate their work. But in 
some other parts of the state, ARES was not called into service 
though active ARES units were available and eager. 

That unfortunate situation probably won’t often happen in the 
future because of a formal agreement between the Florida Division 
of Forestry and ARES leaders in both Northern and Southern 
Florida. The agreement is backed by a written Memorandum of 
Understanding signed at the Division’s headquarters in 
Tallahassee in February of this year. 

In summary, the pact provides ‘for the closest possible 
cooperation for communications on uncontrolled wildfire’ and for 
“active support by each agency.”’ 

ARES, through the American Radio Relay League, agreed to 
“provide emergency communications when called upon to do so by 
an appropriate supervisor within the Division of Forestry.” 

And the Division of Forestry agreed to ‘‘call upon ARRL during 
times of emergency and at other times to provide communications 
that are beyond capabilities.”’ 

Both groups agreed to provide names, addresses and phone 
numbers of the appropriate people to be called in fires where ARES 
can be of service, and both agreed to distribute information and 
encourage coordination within their respective field units. 

The memorandum was signed by Mike Long, Chief of Fire 
Control for the Division, and by George Thurston W4MLE on behalf 
of the SECs of both Florida sections. 

Actual operational details beyond that were deliberately omitted 
from the Memorandum of Understanding so that working plans can

HAS YOUR LICENSE EXPIRED? 
Check your license expiration date NOW! 

If your license was issued prior to January 1, 1984, you may 
renew it at any time during the five-year grace period beginning 
with its expiration date. You will be assigned a new call if you 
renew more than two years into that five-year period. If the full 
five-year grace period has elapsed you lose your call and must be 
retested. If your license was issued January 1, 1984, or later, your 
grace period is two years. If the grace period has expired you have 
lost your call and you will have to be retested. If you apply for 
renewal under the grace period you must not operate until your 
new license arrives. 

FCC Form 610s, which can be used to renew or modify your 
license, are available for an SASE from FLA. SKIP. 
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Letter from ARRL 
Dear Andy: 

In reading over the very fine business March, 1987 issue of SKIP two things came to my 
attention that I must comment on. The first, the good news, is to add my congratulations 
to those of the Board in general for the fine work you have done for amateur radio in the 
past. 

The second, the bad news, is to bring to your attention the serious factual errors in the 
article “Those Ham Exams” on page 19. It is simply false to state that the ARRL is lob- 
bying for the authority to take over ham examination responsibility. As a matter of fact, 
just the opposite is true. We believe that the legal, moral and ethical responsibility for the 
maintenance of the exam question pools belongs right where it has always been, with the 
FCC. And, we are striving in every way possible to make the FCC continue to accept that 
responsibility. 

Further, as your readers must realize, ARRL is a not-for-profit 5010(3) corporation. As 
such, any “‘profits’’ from publishing are plowed back into the amateur service through 
supporting W1AW, public service activities, lobbying on behalf of the amateurs, etc. As I 
am sure many must remember, at the time that ARRL became a VEC we were required 
to establish a so-called “Chinese Wall” between our VEC office and the rest of the 
organization. We continue to operate in that fashion. When we make a revision of the 
question pool, everyone receives the pool at the same time, including the ARRL! 

To the best of my knowledge, the ARRL is the only organization that operates in that 
manner. 

Unlike commercial organizations which are involved in publishing or examining, in 
ARRL you the member have a say in setting policy. Here in the southeast, for example, 
our own Frank Butler, W4RH is the elected representative who helps set organizational 
policy. 

One final note, the amateur radio stamp pictured on p. 18 was issued in 1964, that’s true. 
What is not noted is that the occasion was the 50th anniversary of the founding of ARRL, 
1914-1964.

843.16 Unlawful to install radio equipment’ using assigned 
frequency of state or law enforcement officers; definitions; ex- 
ceptions; penalties.— 

(1) No person, firm or corporation shall install in any motor 
vehicle or business establishment, except emergency vehicles as 
herein defined, or places established by municipal, county, state, 
or federal authority for governmental purposes, any frequency 
modulation radio receiving equipment so adjusted or tuned as to 
receive messages or signals on frequencies assigned by the 
Federal Communications Commission to police or law enforcement 
officers of.any city or county of the staté, or to the state or any of its 
agencies. Provided, nothing herein shall be construed to affect any 
radio station licensed by the Federal Communications System. 

-(2) As used in this section the term “emergency vehicle” shall 
specifically mean: ; . 

(a) Any motor vehicle used by any law enforcement officer or 
employee of any city, county, the stat¢, Federal Bureau of In-

AMATEUR DISCRIMINATION? 
Dave Kaiser, AL7HG* 

It was interesting to read the letter in your March issue stating 
that the Florida State Legislature ‘‘forgot’’ to include hams in 
provisions to purchase Challenger license plates. 

I had just finished talking to the Department of Motor Vehicles 
the day that issue came in, and what was said about hams obtaining 
Challenger license plates was not true. Hams CAN easily get 
Challenger license plates, if they are willing to pay through the 
nose for them! 


I was applying for a new tag due to my call sign change from 
WBALIV to AL7HG, and what a mess. I was told that, indeed I could 
get a Challenger plate, for $40, double what the ‘‘public’’ pays! IgI 
went to the tag agency to pick up a Challenger plate, the charge is 
$20 for the first year, and $17 for every year thereafter. 


Being a ham, we are discriminated against, and have to pay $40 
as a “‘personalized plate” fee, plus the ordinary $5 fee for the ham 
call, plus the regular fee for the vehicle. Hams have to pay the $40 
fee every year, while common citizens only pay an additional $17. I 
thought the $20 fee was a lot, $40 never. 


I, therefore, amended my letter to my state legislature saying 
that the current policy was discriminatory and exhorbitant. So, by 
the time you read this, I should already have my ugly fucia-colored 
license plate and it will be too late to reorder even if something is 
done about the exhorbitant fees.

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STOLEN EQUIPMENT INFORMATION SERVICE 
By Jan Zysko, N4MEI - Paragon Technologies 

There seems to be a recent increase in the number of amateurs 
having equipment stolen in the South Florida Area, Two meter 
mobile rigs seem to be a popular target even in cases when other 
high-tech equipment (cellular phones, radar detectors, scanners, 
etc.) was just as accessible. In the ten or so cases we’ve heard of in 
the past few months, the MO has been the same — late night or 
early morning smash-and-grab from a locked car parked at home. 

In an effort to at least insure ourselves that our next purchase of 
used equipment is legit, the Florida Skip is hosting a stolen 
equipment information service. Through the data services of 
Paragon Technologies, we will maintain an information file on the 
stolen equipment (MAKE, MODEL, SERIAL NUMBER, IDEN- 
TIFYING MARKS, MODIFICATIONS, etc.) along with the par- 
ticulars of the victim (NAME, ADDRESS, PHONE, CLUB 
MEMBERSHIPS) and specifics of the robbery (WHERE, WHEN, 
HOW, POLICE CASE or REPORT NUMBER and CONTACT 
NAME, PHONE NUMBER, etc.). We will regularly run a stolen 
equipment listing in the Skip for your benefit. A central repository 
of this type of information that is accessible by fellow hams is 
sorely needed in today’s climate where the criminal appears to 
have more rights than the victim. Besides, who knows our equip- 
ment better, who can recognize a non-ham by merely listening to 
his radio procedures and who provides (at least part of) a large 
market for radio equipment? 

One day we hope to have a toll-free hot-line that anyone can call 
and see if a particular piece of equipment is listed as stolen. If it is, 
a caller can just leave a ‘tip’ of where the equipment is and we'll 
notify the proper authorities. No need to let us know who you are 
but it would make it easier. In the meantime, we’ll have to rely on 
building and accessing the data base by mail or you can call in your 
info or request and leave the particulars on our recorder at (305) 
238-7226. Please don’t ask us to return vour call unless its local or 
you give us permission to call collect. 

There are a host of possibilities of good things that could come out 
of this service, but it will take the cooperation of the entire ham 
community to make it work. Your comments and suggestions are 
always welcome. 73.

“Hello, my name is Sonia and I am with the Hialeah Hospital. We 
are trying to locate anyone who knows an unidentified male stroke 
patient we have here. He somehow got to the lobby of our 
Emergency Room and had a severe stroke there. We have been 
trying to locate his wife or anyone who knows him, but no one an- 
swers his phone even though we’ve called for the past several 
days.” I asked if they had checked with the Police Department and 
Missing Persons Bureau. ‘‘Yes, without success. But one of our 
nurses found a card in the man’s wallet. It’s an Amateur Radio 
License. We looked up his phone number and confirmed his address 
with the telephone company, but are still unable to locate anyone 
who knows Mr. Kovach. I understand you are a Ham operator, and 
thought perhaps you could help us.”’ 

I told her that I did not know Mr. Kovach but would certainly 
attempt to locate his family. After obtaining Sonia’s phone number, 
I decided to have an amateur mobile drive by to check out the 
address and visit some of the neighbors, as the police should have 
done. Going to the South Florida FM Assn. repeater on 147.000, I 
called W4VBQ, who lives near that address. After explaining the 
situation to Layton, he jumped into his car and drove to the ad- 
dress. The mail box was full, newspapers were lying all over the 
yard and the porch light had been left on. Layton found most of the 
neighbors were Spanish and were unable to give him any in- 
formation. He did find one Spanish neighbor living behind Mr. 
Kovach who could speak English and luckily had the address of Mr. 
Kovach’s niece, who lives in Hollywood. Layton passed the address 
and telephone number along to Sonia. 

The next day, Sonia from Hialeah Hospital called Ye Editor with 
good news. They contacted the niece, who came to the hospital and 
was making arrangements to move her uncle to a hospital in 
Hollywood. Mr. Kovach could not speak, but he started to cry when 
he saw his niece. Sonia also said they could not find Mr. Kovach’s 
car, which should have been in the hosital parking lot. Apparently it 
was stolen. We also learned Mr. Kovach was in the hospital 18 days 
before they (we) found his relatives. A forgotten man through 
Christmas and New Year’s is hard to believe. . .AC

FCC DISMISSES ARRL 17 METER PETITION 

The FCC has dismissed the ARRL petition, filed last July, to 
release the 17-meter band, 18.068-18.168 MHz, to US amateurs. This 
band was authorized to radio amateurs worldwide at the 1979 
WARC allowing their radio amateurs to operate there. In the US, 
amateur occupancy of the band is contingent upon the relocation of 
certain US Government stations. 

FCC said that agencies within the US government had informed 
them that the band will be required for their operations through 
July 1, 1989. FCC said it would continue to monitor the government 
usage of the 17-meter band, and it may be possible to provide for 
amateur sharing of the band with government operations prior to 
the July 1, 1989 date. ;

THE LASER PRINTER 

Since microcomputers have advanced to the point where ex- 
treme memory is available and spread sheets are possible, the 
computer evolution has brought the laser printer. With this printer 
a complete page can be designed on the screen of the computer 
including pictures, drawings, different sizes and styles of letters, 
etc. The entire page can be set up. After this is done, the image on 
the screen is printed with a laser printer. The printer somewhat 
resembles a copying machine. The laser puts the picture on the 
drum similar to the photographic process used.

PETE’S TOWER TIPS 
Pete Nissen, W4PTT 

As I write this article I thought I would pass on a few helpful hints 
on guying towers. 

Ten years ago I put my tower up using surplus aircraft tow target 
cable I had purchased at a Hamfest. I used aluminum turnbuckles 
(unsat since they are NOT strong) and drilled a hole through the 
beams and eaves of the house to hold the guy wires. I told myself 
that this installation was only ‘‘temporary”’ until I put up supports 
and quality guy wires and turnbuckles. Since one of the “tem- 
porary” supports broke off (actually it fell off) from the shear 
weight of the guy wire, I decided it was time to make the big 
plunge. I purchased 3 lengths of 5’ steel pipe — welded two pieces 
of 4’’ angle iron on the top and mounted equalizer plates to the top of 
each. 

I am not, nor have I ever been, a fan of the screw type cable 
clamps. They rust, they damage the cable, and they are very slow 
to install. 

I located a source of “‘nicopress’’ sleeves that you crimp on the 
cable with a compound action crimper. Today I put on 78 sleeves 
and installed the new guy wires, with the help of NO4J, in less than 
3 hours. 

I’d like to see someone do that with screw type cable clamps. 
Besides the sleeves are cheaper. 

If anyone is interested, the special crimping tool may be rented 
from ‘Skippers Corner”’ at 4228 Lakeside Drive (Phone 384-6978) 
for $5.00 per day. Rent it Friday and return it Monday and it’s only 
one day. They carry the following size swedges and tools — 3/32, 
1/8, 5/32, 3/16, 7/32, and 1/4 inch. The rental on the 1/4 inch is $10.00 
per day. Prices on the swedges vary from $.17 each to $1.00 each for 
the 1/4’. A 20% discount is offered in quantities of 50 or more. I 
purchased all the hardware and rental of the crimper for only 
$18.38. It wouldn’t have cost me that much if I hadn’t broke up the 
guys with insulators every 20 feet. 

If you are putting up a tower you might want to look into this 
method of attaching your guy wires — it’s neat — it’s strong — it’s 
easy and FAST. 

Another thing that might be useful is something I picked up at the 
“Jethro Bodine School of Ciphering.’’ To determine the length of 
guy wires necessary merely measure the heights of the tower 
where the guy is being attached and the distance from the tower to 
your anchors. Take the Square of these two — add them together 
and then take the square root of the sum to obtain the hypotenuse or 
length of each guy wire. (i.e. guy point on tower is 30 feet up and 
anchor is 50 feet from the tower 30 x 30 = 900 and 50 x 50 = 2500 with 
the sum being 3400. The square root of 3400 would give you a length 
of 58.3 feet. Add a couple of feet to that for ease in handling and 
there you have it.

NOVICES GET CWRTTY & SSB 

The FCC has acted on the ARRL Novice Enhancement Proposal, 
PR Docket 86.161. On January 28, the Commission amended Part 97 
to expand Novice privileges to include CW, RTTY and SSB on the 10 
Meter subband, and allemission modes for subbands on the 220 and 
1270 MHz bands. To the best of our knowledge, power levels are as 
requested in the original League proposal. 

At the same time, the FCC separated Examination Element 3 
into 3A and 3B, such that Technicians and Generals will now be 
taking separate examinations. 

The FCC announcement, released January 30, omits various 
pertinent details, including the effective date. Monitor W1AW for 
further information as it becomes available.

MOBILE RADIO POWER LEAD 

It is always recommended that mobile radio 12VDC power be 
taken off right at the battery terminal (with a fuse in the lead or the 
equipment). Recent auto positive cables, however, with a molded- 
on ring terminal, and side battery posts, leave no way to add a take- 
off lead. General Motors has solved that problem with a com- 
plicated arrangement using a “kit”? (P/N 1846855) which is in- 
complete, requiring also the purchase of a longer battery bolt anda 
spacer. That use is illustrated on page 40 or QST September, 1985.

HAM WINS RFI CASE 
Tnx ARRL Newsletter 

The Superior Court of California, county of San Francisco, has 
ruled in favor of a radio amateur in an RFI case. Mary Matheny, 
KB6CLL, was sued by a neighbor for allegedly causing RFI. The 
court ruled that the state court lacks authority to regulate and 
control Amateur Radio operators, radio emissions and radio 
frequency interference, and that maintenance of a state court 
action which would permit the state court to regulate and control 
Amateur Radio operation and radio frequency interference is 
prohibited by federal law. The court stated ‘“‘The Federal Com- 
munications Commission has the exclusive right and power to 
regulate, control and sanction amateur radio operations and radio | 
frequency interference.’ 

The court then granted KB6CLL’s request for a summary 
judgment. This case will be an important reference for amateurs 
facing similar legal actions.

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ARMY MARS 
THE NEED FOR OUTSPOKEN PATRIOTISM 
By Dick, AAR4PP/FL 

I have it on authority that’s as good as authority can get — right 
out of a horse’s mouth — that many of our most advanced weapons 
systems have been compromised by the Walker family’s sale of 
military secrets to the Russians. ‘‘Compromised”’ means only half- 
effective for the next ten years — which is about the time it takes 
for a new system to move from drawing-boards, through 
Congressional approval, through testing procedures, and out into 
the field. 

One officer told me, ‘“‘If we’d been at war, and we hadn’t caught 
the Walkers, the enemy would have had the same advantage over 
us that we had over Germany during WWII, when we had the codes 
for their top-level communications.’”’ And that means many 
American lives lost. 

Yet the Walker trial, conviction, and wrist-slap sentence didn’t 
arouse a tenth of the excitement and media coverage of that which 
developed over a single aging movie idol’s death from AIDS. 

There seems to he a malaise in Americanism today. The media 


shows no understanding of the difference between patriotism and 
political chauvinism, between love of freedom and jingoism, be- 
tween morality and religious persecution. On the other hand, 
sincerity is confused with fanaticism: If a zealot says he’s ‘‘con- 
cerned”’ about the need for peace often enough, I suspect he could 
get away with assaulting an American Admiral’s daughter; at 
least the press will treat him with elaborate sympathy and pay 
enormous sums for his syndicated memoirs. 

What can you do about this? What can I do? We can use the only 
weapon the Lord grants us: the ability to speak out, anytime 
anywhere, whenever we feel it’s appropriate. Anytime you hear 
anyone calling our servicemen a bunch of trained killers — politely 
and publicly explain how his life is parasitic upon theirs. Anytime 
you hear someone begin a malicious and unprovoked attack upon 
America’s allies — Britain, Israel, the nations of Western Europe 
— expose his Anti-American bias. When a colleague harps upon 
South Africa while flatly refusing to discuss Russian nerve-poisons 
dropped on Afghan villages — well, you know what to say. 

You could lose friends this way; I know I have. But, as they say, 
“With friends like these —’’ And I have a memory: It was WWII, 
and I was sitting with a bunch of other guys — all of us in Naval 
Pilot’s uniforms, listening to the President’s wife explaining how 
she got a reputation for mouthing off when she shouldn’t and 
causing embarrassment at parties in the Rose Garden. She stared 
at our uniforms for about thirty seconds, and then said, “‘I have 
never understood how anybody who is willing to die for something 
should ever be unwilling to speak out for it at polite social 
gatherings.”

Startrek captain James Kirk’s famous line of “. . .to boldly go

I had written in response to Jim’s frustrations in 
finding ham chess players; several who responded asked if we’d 
organize them. We did, Jim and I. 


A year later, Jim was in college and I was running the show, 
plowing through uncharted galaxies, you might say. We had a lot 
going for us in those -waning days of Sunspot Cycle 21, but the last 
two years have been cruel. Fortunately, Cycle 22 is on the upswing 
and by 1988 we should be back into the international mode again. 


in future CARI articles we’ll describe radiochess to you as an 
individual, and CARI as a group participant. We are different. For 
example, there’s the letter we sent, in Russian, to Box 88, Moscow, 
asking them if they’d like to join CARI, if they’d like to meet any of 
us on the air for radiochess. 


Let me tell you, not everyone in Russia is communistic, nor does 
everyone in Russia drink vodka. But chess? Da. Everyone. So how 
did they respond? Nyet, of course. But I still insist those spots on 
the letter were teardrops. For months afterward, I expected a few 
defectors to show up at my doorstep saying they were Soviet hams 
who wanted to join CARI. 


Anyway, whether you play chess or not, we think you will agree 
there’s something special going on in CARI.

In practice, ARES’ most frequent role in such affairs is to 
provide liaison between the many different agencies often involved 
in a large fire. For example, volunteer fire companies are usually 
called in to guard individual homes that are threatened by fire. 


These companies sometimes have no radio communication at all, © 


or rely entirely on CB radio to talk from truck to truck. A very few 
have obsolete DoF radios. Amateurs stationed with each company 
would provide direct communication with the incident command 
post and between units of the same or other companies at nearby 
locations. 

Each of DoF’s 17 District Rangers is provided with list of the ECs 
and DECs who cover his district. And each DEC and EC is provided 
with a list of the District Rangers he will work with. Then, when a 
fire develops, the Ranger knows who to call and hopefully will 
already have made contact and set up some general plans. 

When ARES is alerted to help with a fire, a good first step in 
almost every case is to send an operator at once to the ‘‘fire base”’ 
or command post used by the ‘‘Incident Commander,”’ who is the 
person in charge of the entire fire operation. 

In many cases, that first Amateur operator would be the ARES 
official who will direct Amateur operation. 

From the radio position at the CP, he or she would be able to 
monitor the activities of the firefighters and could quickly call in 
other operators and dispatch them to posts where they could be of 
most service., 

This arrangement would permit the EC or DEC to increase the 
number of operators in service as rapidly as necessary, but avoid 
calling out more than needed. But when the Amateur circuits begin 
to get busy, the ARES official in charge should, in most cases, turn 
over actual radio opeation to another operator so he can have more 
freedom to direct the organization. 

If the arrangement between DoF and ARES works out as well as 
anticipated, no one doubts that it will give ARES more ‘‘business”’ 
more frequently than all its other affiliations combined. Forest 
fires are frequent occurrences. Hardly a year goes by without at 
least a few major fires somewhere in the state. 

Last year (1986) — an unusually quiet fire year — the DoF said 
5,478 fires burned over 109,895 acres. And during the worst year on 
record so far — 1981 — 588,598 acres of woodland burned, though the 
monetary damage was less than in 1985.

Probably one of the biggest changes to come down the pike from 
the FCC since the commencement of the Volunteer Exam program 
is the Report and Order released on 10 February 1987 providing 
NOVICE ENHANCEMENT. This order is effective on the 21st of 
March 1987.

It is assumed that 
Technician Class amateurs that have passed the ‘“‘old’’ Element 3 
prior to 21 March 1987 will only have to pass Element 1B (13 WPM 
Morse Code) to upgrade to General Class. The problem is how will 
the Volunteer Examiner know when. the Technician Class Licensee 
passed ‘‘old’”? Element 3 — what with the long pipeline of license 
applications pending at Gettysburg? How will the VEC’s agree on 
100 additional questions for Element 2 (Novice) pool, and Element 
3 (which now contains 574 Tech/General Questions) which must 
now be split into two 287 question pools for 3(A) and 3(B) — all 
before 21 March 1987?
